MANY SKELETONS UNEARTHED 
ON BEACH AT MALIBU. — 


Campers Find What Seems to Have 
Been the Burying Ground of an 
Ancient indian Tribe, Remains In- 
dicating That Aborigines Were of 
Immense Stature. 


Have Santa Monica men discovered 
the ancient Ground of the gian 
Indiars who inhabited <he golden 
shores in the days preceding the dis- 
covery of California by Catrillo? That 
is the question asked since the return 
to Santa Monica of a picnic party from 
a vigit to the Molibu ranch, where they 
found great quantities of skulls, bones 
and stone implements of warfare and 


husbandry. 

Jacob Stoneburger and Robert and 
William Derbyshire were members.

Johneon Secludes Himself in 
Tennessee Mountains.

July &.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A guardian has been 
appointed for Andrew Johnson Stover, 
grandson of Andrew Johnson, former 
President of the United States. 

Stover for more than thirty years 
has. lived the life of a hermit in the 
mountains of East Tennersee. The 
guardian wae appointed to look after 
the interests of the old man in the 
Johnson estate at Greenville. 

Stover as a boy played on the White 
House grounds while his mother was 
mistress of the Executive Mansion 
during the administration of Johnson. 
After the death of his mother, Stover 
was never regarded as mentally sound. 
He immediately took refuge in the 
mountain fastnesses, where he has 
since lived, subsisting on berries, fruits 
and emall game.
